Patriot King to dead-heat with Mr. 
Barnett’s representative in the Irish Derby 
a few years back. 

But in England there came to be known 
what is described as the Rothschild era 
in racing. That was when Leopold won 
two Jockey Club Cups with Radium, as 
well as the Goodwood and Doncaster Cups. 
Leopold de Rothschild won his first race 
in 1879, and between that year and his 
departure in 1917 he won over 800 races, 
valued over £300,000. 

Such noted horses as St. Frusquin and 
St. Amant carried his colours in the 
classics, and there must be many here 
to-day who remember how Doricles fought 
out the issue and beat Volodyovski in the 
St. Leger, after the last-named had won 
the Derby. 2 

But of all the Rothschild trophies, I think 
the gold Queen Anne pattern teapot, won 
by Legacy in 1736, is of most interest. 
This piece of plate was: acquired by the 
Rothschilds in 1647. It was made in 
Edinburgh in 1735, and competed for in 
the ‘‘ The King’s Plate for Mares,’’ a race 
tounded ‘by Charles II., but allowed to 
lapse about 1890. 

When Legacy’s owner sold the teapot in 
1847 it only fetched £70. 


Preserving Stained Glass 


Many of the English Cathedrals are very 
proud of their stained glass windows, 
which, if demolished, would be irreplace- 
able, and measures are being taken in 
most cases for its protection in these 
danyerous times. 

The finest glass in the country is that of 
York Minster, the value running to enor- 
mous figures. In all, there are over 100 
windows in the Minster bearing stained 
glass, and of these over 30 have been re- 
moved and placed in safe keeping. 

The Five Sisters window is the most 
valuable, and this was taken down 
immediately after the outbreak of war. 

Selby Abbey, also in Yorkshire, has a 


‘ine collection of glass, which is now being , 


removed. The East Window is considered 
the second finest in England, a great part 
of it being fourteenth century glass. 

In some cases the whole glass can be 
removed bodily, but with many of the 
windows each piece of coloured light has to 
be removed separately. This entails high 
skill, and is naturally involving the 
Cathedral authorities in great expense.

The matter of Dr. Edouard Benes's 
broadcast to the Czech people is hardly 
more important than its occasion. The 
broadcast was delivered yesterday, as a 
prelude to th twenty-second anniversary 
“of Czechoslovatia’s National Day. Only 
a few years ago October 28th was a proud 
day for the great majority of eleven 
million people; to-day, it is merel, the 
symbol of a short-lived interlude of 
sovereignty, What was Czechoslovakia bas 
become two provinces of the German 
Reich. Its national leaders—or such of 
them as declined to accept the new dis- 
_pensation—are exiles in Great Britain or 
the United States, and Dr. Benes 
addresses his followers uver the microphone 
with no assurance that they will hear 
his words. Czechoslovakia was proud 
and confident; yet even its name has 
vanished from the maps of Europe. 
History shows few examples of so rapid 
a rise and fall. For three hundred years 
the Czech and Slovak peoples nourished 
the secret hove of a national revival; the 
Great War brought their dream to 
realisation—a_ realisation that lasted 
During those twenty 
years the risen peoples did great things. 
They created for themselves a civilisation 
which was as modern as it was “ national”’ 
—the most striking civilisation, indeed, 
that was produced by any of the post- 
War States. Now it is gone; the work of 
twenty years has been and the 
Czech and Slovak peoples are returned to 
the position that they occupied after the 
Battle of the White Mountain in the early 
| part of the seventeenth century. There is 
something cruelly poignant about the 
spectacle of a nation thus raised for so 
brief a time to the pinnacle of its 
‘ambitions and thrust again into the depths 
of dependence. It is well for Thomas 
Garrigue Masaryk, the founder and first 
President of Czechoslovakia, that he died 
too soon to see the fall of his country.

Diseased Milk 


On Friday last this newspaper published 
a summary of an important paper entitled 
“Human ‘Tuberculosis and the Bovine 
Type of Tubercle in Éire,” which appears 
in the current issue of the Irish Journal 
of Medical Science. The paper contains 
the results of twelve months of exhaustive 
investigation by Dr. Cecil Mushatt, M.B., 
B.Ch., B.Sc., working under a full-time 
grant from the Medical Research Council 
of Ireland at the School of Pathology, 
Trinity College, Dublin, into the extent 
and origin of tuberculosis of the cervical 
glands, bones and joints, and meningitis 
in children under fifteen years of age. 
Some startling—if not alarming—informa- 
tion has been brought to light. Out of 
fifty cases that were examined by Dr. 
Mushatt the disease in no less than 
seventeen cases (more than one-third) could 
be traced to bovine infection—infection 
through milk. These figures, of course, 
are not entirely conclusive. There is the 
possibility that in another fifty cases, 
similarly chosen at random, the number 
tracing infection to the bovine bacillus 
might be smaller—or larger; but one fact 
is undeniable: a considerable amount ef 
suffering and ill-health among Irish 
children can be traced to diseased milk. 
Dr. Mushatt proceeds to quote the opinion 
of veterinary surgeons that the incidence 
of tuberculosis among cattle in this country 
is about twenty-five per cent. Yet with 
8,000 registered dairies there are only 35 
tuberculin-tested, tuberculosis-free herds in 
the country, and of these 33 are in County 
Dublin. This means that the great 
majority of the people of Ireland every 
day consumes milk that very possibly 
contains the dreaded germ of tuberculosis. 
Even the 33 tested herds in County Dublin 
supply no more than a tiny fraction of 
the city’s daily requirement of 40,000 
gallons. As Dr. Mushatt says: ' Were 
mothers made aware of the true facts— 
that so dreaded a disease as meningitis and 
so crippling a disease as bone and joint 
tuberculosis might result from the use of 
raw, unboiled milk—it would not take 
long before there would be a much overdue 
boiled-milk boom.”’ 

‘The question that one asks immediately 
is: What steps can be taken to prevent the 
danger of infection? Dr. Mushatt says 
that there are three methods—eradicate 
tuberculosis in the cattle, pasteurise the 
milk, or boil the milk before use. The 
first, of course, tackles the problem at the 
very source, though it entails a tremendous 
loss to the country in that twenty-five per 
cent. of the cattle population would -have 
to be slaughtered and destroyed. Pasteurisa- 
tion will kill the tubercle germ and is 
almost a positive safeguard against human 
infection, but the objection has been raised 
"that in this process the nutritive vaiue of 
the milk is heavily impaired. Boiling is 
the only other choice. This course, how- 
ever, is a matter for the consumer; and 
how many consumers of milk at the present 
moment would dream of boiling it before 
use? The question well may be aske!: 
Does legislation provide no safeguard 
against this widespread threat to the 
public health? Dr. Mushatt declares that 
the Milk and Dairies Act, 1935, is defec- 
tive even as a ‘‘clean-milk Act,” and that 
the other measure, the Bovine Tuberculosis 
Order, 1926, ‘‘ affords no protection.” In 
other words, there is no legislation to 
ensure that the public milk supply is not 
infected with the germs of tuberculosis. 
In neither of the two measures is there 
anything to compel farmers to have their 
herds:tested ; and, as a commentary on the 
Bovine Tuberculosis Order, it may be 
pointed out that there has been no reduc- 
tion of T.B. infection within ten years. 
What is needed first, if this grave problem 
is to be met with anything approaching an 
effective solution, is legislative action. 
After that step must come education and 
propaganda to cry out the deadly danger 
which may be inherent in that innocent 
substance known as milk. The immediate

at once if the country’s water supplies were 
proved to be in a similar condition. The 
Sponsor, we would recall, of this immensely 
valuable work of research was the Medica! 
Research Council of Ireland, a body which 
operates on an annual Government grant 
out of funds raised by the Irish sweep- 
stakes. Yet we hear frequently complaints 
of the meagre sum of money on which the 
Council is expected to do its work. A few 
years ago its allowance out of the millions 
of pounds in the hands of the Hospitals’ 
Trust was reduced even by fifty per cent. 
The data contributed by Dr. Mushatt’s 
investigation alone is of extreme value to 
medical science, and this case is only one 
example of the many important researches 
which are made possible by the Council. 
In view of its objects, the Council is 
entitled to the fullest support of the 
Government, and, in view of the type of 
work which it is carrying on, there ought 
to be no quibbling about expense. Surely, 
with eight and a half million pounds in 
the hands of the Hospita!s’ Trust Fund, 
and with no likelihood of an enlargement 
of even the teaching hospitals in the near 
future, the Medical Research Council of 
Ireland ought to be endowed more 
generously than it is at the present time. 


Tolstoy 


The thirtieth anniversary of the death 
of Leo Tolstoy, the great Russian writer, 
will be commemorated in the Soviet Union 
this year. Exhibitions of articles con- 
nected with his life and work will be held 
in Moscow and elsewhere. About 150,000 
pages of Tolstoy’s manuscripts, letters and 
diaries have been collected by the State 
Tolstoy Museum. To judge from these 
manuscripts, Tolstoy appears to have been 
a painstaking writer, who worked carefully 
and did not hesitate to rewrite anything 
that failed to meet with his approval. 
Twelve different versions of the opening 
chapter of “ Resurrection’? were found, 
with no fewer than twenty rough copies 
of the description of the heroine. One 
section of this museum is devoted to 
Tolstoy’s first literary efforts. Among the 
articles in it is the manuscript of a poem 
entitled ‘“‘The Eagle and the Falcon,”’ 
written during childhood—which, for him, 
must have been an unsettled period. His 
parents died when he was only nine years 
old, and he was adopted by relatives. 
These relatives sent him to the university 
at Kazen, where, after the manner of a 
number of other great writers, he spent 
his college days living rather than learn- 
ing. Having finished college, he joined 
the army for a while, and took part. in 
the defence of Sebastopol in the Crimean 
campaign. He then resigned and took two 
journeys abroad, where he gained an 
ardent and lasting hatred for the arti- 
ficiality and 
civilisation.

In disgust he returned to 
Ysanaya Polyana, his home, where he 
founded and conducted a school for peasant 
children. During all this time he had been 
by no means idle in the world of letters, | 
and already had a number of books to his 
name. In 1884 he finished his greatest | 
work, “‘War and Peace.” Lately he had 
been dissatisfied with his mode of living, 
and he evolved a new religious doctrine 
for himself. He believed that the only 
means to obtain happiness was to strip 
one’s soul bare of all the artificialities 
which civilised life had imposed on man. 
He considered both the Church and the 
State to be artificial, and returned to a 
primitive sort of Christianity. As a result 
of these doctrines, which he aired rather 
too freely in his books, he was excom- 
municated by the Holy Synod of Russia. 
The Government, too, would probably have

been only too glad to interfere with him, 


but he was immensely popular, and 
altogether too powerful. Tolstoy, unlike 
a great many others of the world’s 


reformers, put his ideas into practice to 
such an extent that he became estranged 
from his wife. This estrangement occurred 
over the question of abandoning all earthly 
goods, and they never became reconciled, 
even up to his death in 1910. The years 
1910 to 1940 have been eventful years for 
Russia—and, indeed, for the whole of 
Europe—and it is pleasing to see that 
modern Russians have not forgotten 
Tolstoy. At a time when the main work 
of most European nations is the destruc- 
tion of other nations, with their buildings, 
their churches, and—although, perhaps, 
inadvertently—their works of art, Russia 
is planning a literary exhibition. It seems 
strange, however, that the exhibition 
should take place this year. The normal 
procedure with commemorations is to hold 
one a year for the first five years, another 
on the tenth, then perhaps not another 
till the twenty-fifth, and then the fiftieth. 
To hold such an all-inclusive exhibition on 
the thirtieth anniversary is hardly what 
one would have expected ; but the Russians 
have never behaved according to expecta- 
tion.

To-day the 
U.S8.S.R. occupies first world place in respect 
of air communications. The aggregate length 
of the Soviet air lines is now 88,235 miles, 
having been increased by 4,350 miles during 
the past year. Across the whole of this 
stretch civil transport aviation is busily carry- 
ing on its work. 

viet ’planes maintain regular services to 
the Far North and to the Far East; they fly 
across the Pamirs, through the Republics of 
Central Asia and over the mountain ranges 
of the Caucasus. This year passenger traffic 
was opened on the air lines Moscow-Irkutsk, 
2,820 miles long, and Moscow-Alma-Ata, 2,222 
miles long. Aeroplanes regularly leave Moscow 
for Leningrad, Kiev, Ashkhabad, Tbilisi, 
Mineralniye Vody and other centres. 

Air communications have now been estab- 


lished between Kiev-Lutsk-Rovno-Minsk- 
Pinsk; Belostok-Lida; Leningrad-Petroza- 
vodsk. Soviet ’planes maintain services in 


the new regions of the Karelo-Finnish Soviet 
Republic. Regular air communications are 
maintairied with Bessarabia and North

The international air services maintained 
by the Soviet Civil Aviation fleet include 
Moscow-Berlin ; Moscow Sofia ; Moscow-

In 1939 the Soviet air services transported 
more than 307,000 passengers, 11,517 tons of 
mail, and 39,654 tons of freight. In July, 
1940, alone over 40,000 passengers were trans- 
ported by Soviet Civil Aviation ’planes.

TOLERANCE IN THE NORTH 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH LIMES. 

Siz,—It is easy to see that the Rev. KR. 
J. Kerr, B.A., St. Paul's, North King street, 
Dublin, has been living in a tolerant city 
amongst a tolerant populace His amaziny 
statement at the recent meeting of the 
Diocesan Synod of Dublin reveals the mind 
of one who cannot easily suppose that the 
condition of things in the Six Counties can 
possibly be as represented. 

‘They heard a lot about the power of 
propagauda in this country,” he said. 
“He felt that if they could get some- 
thing of the nagging propaganda used to 
veatilate their imaginary grievances by 
the minority in the North over educa- 
tion and other things directed against 
living conditions, betting and gambling, 
something would be done about it.”

SiR— Your correspondent, Mr. E. J. 
Cussen, writing in your issue of 24th, 
endeavours to prove, among other things, 
that pig producers should sell their pigs to 
curers’ representatives rather than to 
dealers who, it is alleged, are not paving 
the fixed price. I should like to have his 
explanation of my experience. 

At the beginning of September, when the 
fixed price was 75s. per cwt. live-weight, I 
was bid £19 for three pigs. I decided to 
feed them for a fortnight longer, and brought 
them to Tullamore Fair on September 17th.

anticipating Mr. Cussen’s good advice. I sold 
to a curer’s agent at 73s. Instead of being 
weighed on the spot the pigs were sent to 
Waterford, and us I got my cheque four 
days later I found to my surprise that all 
I received was £18 17s. 10d. From this must 
be deducted 8s. 9d., which I had already 
paid for freight to Waterford, leaving 
£18 9s. ld., or £1 less than I would have 
received from a dealer at 65s., per cwt. 
These figures seem to prove that the price 
fixed by the Pigs and Bacon Commission is 
no better than the lower price paid by 
dealers. This is the reason. A sixteen-stone 
pig at 73s. is worth £7 6s. Od. or Qs. 1d. 
yer stone. The same pig after a train 
journey of sixty to seventy miles will only 
weigh approximately 15 stone: or, in other 
words, is worth 9s. 1d., plus 2s. 9d. freight, 
plus 11d. factory deduction, total 12s. Qd. 
less, leaving a nett price of £6 13s. ód. The 
same price would be realised if the pig were 
weighed at the fair and paid for at the rate 
of 66s. 6d. per cwt. 
If these figures are correct for a direct 
producer to curer transaction, perhaps Mr. 
Cussen will explain how a dealer can possibly 
pay the fixed price, as he must bear the 
above deductions, and must also clear his 
expenses. I have found, and others with 
whom I have discussed the matter, have 
found that, except in odd cages, it paid us 
better to sell to a dealer. 
Under this system of SNE pigs at the 
factory the producer has to bear all the 
knocks. His pig loses a stone in weight 
(at present prices of feeding-stuff this stone 
costs about 7s. 6d. to produce), he has to 
ay carriage and factory deductions, and he 
haa to wait some days for his money, which 
does not suit the majority of small men. 
It would be much better and fairer for all 
concerned if all buyers were compelled to 
pay the fized price, and if all pigs sold by 
weight were weighed and paid for at fairs 
and collecting centres.—Yours, etc..

Motoring in the national parks in the 
Canadian Rockies during autumn affords un- 
equalled opportuuities to become acquaimted 
with nature in her most magnificent setting. 
Winle spring and summer each have then 
special appeal, the touch of autumn adds new 
splendour to the vivid beauty of the 
landscape, which reaches its greatest heights 
in the mountain parks. The feel of frost is in 
the morning air, and the countryside flames 


with scarlets and gold in a setting of the 
more sombre evergreens. There is a new hie, 
a promise of renewed health and mental 


vigour, in the autumn scene in the national 
parks, a reliet from the stress of modern 
life which is being taken advantage of by 
growing numbers of visitors each vear. 

Every effort has been made to maintain the 
parks in their natural beauty. and in selecting 
the routes for the highways the needs of the 
tourist and motorist have been considered so 
as to ensure easy gradients, safety. und awe- 
inspiring views With the exception ot 
Glacier National Park. on the summit of the 
Selkirk range in South-Eastern British 
Columbia. reached only by rail, all national 
parks in Canada are accessible by modern 
highways. 

More than 900 miles of motor highways 
and secondary roads are maintained in the 
national parks, of which, approximately, 79 
per cent. are standard all-weather con- 
struction, Each year the system of park 
highways is being extended to new areas of 
scenic grandeur, the highlight of this year 
being the opening to traffic of the new Banft- 
Jasper Highway, providing direct motor road 
connection between the world-famous resorts 
of Banff and Jasper. 

Canada’s national parks system how 
includes nineteen separate park units, having 
a combined area of more than 12,400 square 
miles, and is among the most valuable assets 
of the nation, both from an economic and 
esthetic viewpoint. The purpose of setting 
aside these areas of outstanding beauty or 
interest is four-fold. They conserve the wild 
life of Canada, maintain the primitive land- 
scape, preserve sites of historical interst, and 
provide facilities for the enjoyment of out- 
door life and recreation. As national play- 
grounds, they are also proving to be one 
of the chief attractions in the development 
of Canada’s tourist trade, an industry of 
increasing economic importance.

They estimated that 
the reserve troops for those divisions, with 
other necessary units, would swell the 
forces in Albania to over 200,000. 

It was reported in Rome that Mussolini 
left for Florence, where he was having a 
meeting, possibly with Hitler. It was 
also reported that Pétain or Francvo—or 
both—might attend.

WIDE AREA AFFECTED 


The British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security to-day issued the following 
official report of Saturday night’s raids :~— 

‘Enemy activity over this country last 
night covered a wide area. Their main forces 
of attack were directed against London and 
the Midlands. 

“The attack began soon after nightfall 
and, though lessened in intensity, continued 
for some hours after midnight. 

“In the London district damage was done 
to houses and shops and a few fires were 
started. These, however, were soon extin- 
guished «Gr brought under control, and 
casualties have not been heavy, though some 
persons have been killed. : 

“A heavy attack was made in one town in 
the Midlands, where a. large number of 
incendiary bombs was dropped. The result- 
Ing fires, some of which were serious, were 
promptly :dealt with by the fire services and 
have now been*brought under control. 

‘‘ Damage to buildings was -also caused in 
this area by high-explosive’-bombs, and pre- 
liminary yeports suggest.that the number of 
casualties, which include both kifled and 
Injured, was greater than in any previous 
attaek on this town. 

*‘Attacks were. also. made -on 
places in South-Eastern England. Some fires 
were started and houses and shops were 
damaged, but the damage was not heavy in 
the aggregate and the number of casualties 
was small. 

‘Elsewhere isolated attacks were made, 
but, according to reports so far received, 
damage was not extensire and there were 
few casualties. 

“One enemy bomber was destroyed during 
the night, and it is now known that one more 
enemy aircraft was destroyed during the pre- 
vious (Friday) might.” i 

Raids over Scotland were more extensive 
than those made recently, but the damage 
was confined mainly to private property and 
the casualties were not numerous. Near a 
coast town in the West, which experienced 
its first air raid,a low-flying bomber dropped 
a flare and then a Mad-ouplonive, which did 
no damage. 

A North of Scotland, town was also raided 
and ‘planes were: reported also over two 
South-East towns.

“ England is firmly resolved to restore 
France. She has no designs on France or any 
part of her Empire. On the contrary, our 
aim is to lift up our fallen comrades, to taste 
with them the fruits of victory, and share

A BRITISH Air Ministry com- 
. munigue issued yesterday stated 
that on Saturday the bombing offen- 
sive was continued. '' Poor weather 
conditions were experienced over 
many of the targets, but, despite 
this, our pilots and crews attacked 
an aircraft works, an electric power 
station and goods yards in Berlin: 
oil plants at Stettin, Leuna and 
Cologne; naval docks at Hamburg, 
Cuxhaven and Bremen; railway com- 
munications at Bremen, Dortmund 
and Brussels; the ports of Flushing 
and Antwerp, and several enemy 
aerodromes. e of our aircraft is 
missing. 


A Press Association message states that 
a large fire was started in an aero engine 
factory in Berlin during a ninety minutes’ 
raid by heavy bombers of the R.A.F., and a 
power station and main railway yards in the 
centre of the city were attacked. 


NATION-WIDE ATTACKS 


Thick cloud over Berlin extending to 
within 2,000 feet of the ground and intense 
darkness hampered the raiders in a heavy 
attack on the Moabit power station, one of 
Berlin's main sources of electric supply, 


States the British Air Ministry News 
Service. Bombs of the heaviest calibre yet 
carried to Berlin were unloaded on this 


target in a series of attacks made from 
various heights. Railway yards near the 
city's centre. were again attacked, and 
salvoes of high explosive bombs were 
dropped from a low level. Another section 
of the raiding force located the Branden- 


| burg aero engine factory at Spandau, and 


attacked the works with high explosive and 
incendiary bombs. Bursts, followed by 
secondary explosions, were seen within the 
target area, and as the raiders flew off hfter 
the attack a large fire was burning strongly. 

Raiding forces also attacked oil refineries 
and storage plants at such widely separated 
points as Stettin, Cologne and Leuna. Air- 
craft which made the 1,300 miles round trip 
to Politz dropped several tons of high explo- 
Sive and incendiaries on the Nor Deutsche 
Hydrierwerke oil refineries, and started fires 
and explosions. At Cologne the Union 
Rheinische Braunkohlen plant was attacked, 
and great fires were started inside a large 
factory building. 


DOCKS BOMBED 


Leuna Oil Refinery was straddled with 
heavy calibre bombs, causing heavy explo- 
sions and outbreaks of fire. Docks and 
Shipping at Hamburg were bombed three 
times. During the night the Cuxhaven Docks 
were also attacked, and at Antwerp, where 
harbour installations and shipping concentra- 
tions were the objectives, numerous hits were 
scored along the North Quay and on the sides 
of three of the main shipping bases. Fire 
broke out on the railway junction at 
Cuxhaven, following a low level attack, and 


at Duisburg hits were scored on an important 


goods yard. 

Other rail communication centres success- 
fully attacked included the main line station 
at Celle and a railway junction and two 
bridges near Bremen. A large fire which 
broke out close to one of the Bremen bridges 
could be seen burning from thirty miles away. 

Fourteen aerodromes in Germany, Holland, 
Belgium and France were raided during the 
night. At Evere an airport near Brussels, 
heavy explosions were seen, and the hangars 
were lit up by flaming incendiaries burnin 
close by. Ypenburg aerodrome was bombec 
just after an enemy aircraft had landed, and 
at Lille Vendebile, in France, heavy calibre 
bombs burst among buildings on the side of 
the aerodrome. 


SUPPLY SHIP SUNK 


A goods yard at Brussels was attacked, 
and other bombers raided the docks and 
shipping at Calais and Flushing, where 
numerous hits were scored on quaysides and 
among warehouses, and a fire started early in 
the raid was still burning as the last of the 
bombers left the Dutch coast. 

The British Air Ministry issued the 
following communiqué yesterday :—‘‘ Before 
daylight yesterday (Saturday) morning air- 
craft of the Coastal Command delivered a suc- 
cessful attack on the electric power station 
at Brest. 

““Later in the day other aircraft of the 
Coastal Command carried out a torpedo attack 
on shipping off the Norwegian coast. One 
enemy supply vessel was sunk. Our aircraft 
were then attacked by a strong force of 
enemy fighters, one of which was shot down. 
Two of our aircraft are missing. Yesterday 
morning an aircraft of the Bomber Command, 
whilst searching for another of our aircraft 
which was missing, encountered and shot 
down an enemy floatplane in the North Sea. 


| GERMAN VERSION 


The German communiqué, issued yester- 
day says:— 

‘During the night of October 26-27 enemy 
‘planes flew over Germany and attempted to 
attack towns and industrial plant in North 
and Central Germany. In one place a hit 
was scored on a factory; one workman was 
killed and damage was caused to the build- 
ing. An enemy ‘plane dropped bombs on 
Berlin. As in another large city, only 
dwelling houses were damaged. In Belgium 
a number of civilians were killed and injured 
by high explosive bombs, and several houses 
were hit. The enemy lost nine ‘planes 
yesterday, and four German ‘planes are 


missing. 


R.A.F. MAN PICEED UP

: BERLIN, Sunday. 
A British flying officer was picked up by 
the German Rescue Service to-day in the 
North Sea, north of Heligoland, according 
to the official German News Agency.

INAUGURAL MEETING 


The tenth inaugural meeting of the Biologi- 
cal Society of the Royal College of Surgeons 
and Physicians in Ireland was held at the 
College of Surgeons, St. Stephen s Green, on 
Saturday night at 8.15, Mr. J. J. Fitzsimons, 
F.R.C.S.[., in the chair. 

The Chairman presented the following 
medals :—Society’s silver ‘medal for the best 
paper of the session (presented by the Coun- 
cil of the R.C.S.I.), awarded to Mr. D. F. 
Early; medal for ceo 4 SCA), 

by the Council of the R.U.P.1.), 
aed 0 G. L. Fine; President's 
silver medal for the best exhibit or case (pre- 
sented by the president of the society), 
awarded to Mr. D. Crosbie. ee 

The President-elect, Dr. J. D. H. Widdess, 
B.A., L.R.C.P.1., delivered his address on 
“Some aspects of Pituitary Physiology. He 
explained the functions of the “ uctless 
glands,” and of the pituitary gland in parti- 
cular, and outlined the striking advances 
made in this field within recent years, draw- 
ing particular attention to the work of Pro- 
fessor Biggart. Dr. Widdess made some in- 
teresting observations upon well-known cases 
of giantism and dwarfism—notably that of 
a famous Irish giant, Cornelius McGrath, 
who lived in the 18th century, and attained 
the height of about eight feet. He illus- 
trated these cases from slides, and explained 
the underlying causes, and the striking con- 
tribution which medical science is making 
towards the treatment of such conditions. 
Dr. Widdess ended his address with a plea 
for closer co-operation between clinician and 
laboratory worker in this field of research.

Finally, ‘‘the French armies in Syria 
and North Africa to protect the Itali 
flanks in the Egyptian campaign.” 


NOT STAGNANT 


This campaign, by the way, 1s not‘so stag- 
nant as is often thought. The Italian front 
appears now to beonthe Wadi Mehtila, thir- 
teen miles east of Sidi Barrani in an air- 
line. This is a water course, capable of 
furnishing adequate supplies fora small force. 
Eight miles inland, and rather towards the 
South-West, is a slight ‘plateau surmounted 
by big hills of yellow sand; the Khedivial 
Motor road skirts this plateau along its 
northern face. The Italian force here is, 
apparently, strong enough to repel a strong 
mixed reconnaissance with armoured cars and 
guns. 


THE FOOD POSITION 


At a time when major warlike operations 
are not actually in —— is now the 
case—the most profitable thing is to examine 
general tendencies, rather than simply occur- 
rences. In this line the forecast of the 
winter food situation in Europe by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture is of considerable 
interest. The estimate in question — 
the view that Germany (including Austria 
and occupied Czecho-Slovakia) has sufficient 
supplies on the normal rationed basis. Italy 
is not so well circumstanced, but still prob- 
ably able to pass the winter safely. 

Where shortage is expected is among the 
defeated and occupied Allied countries— 
Belgium, France and Poland. And it is 
mainly a problem of distribution internally. 
Famine in these countries could only have a 
military result if it caused revolt—and then 
only if there was a reasonable chance of 
success. At the moment there is no indica- 
tion of anything like that. The possibility 
of famine in Spain, however, may very well 
make that country reluctant to definitely join 
the Axis Powers. The abandonment of a 
“wheat ship” project by so non-committal a 
body as the American Rei Cross was a straw 
indicating a possible direction of the wind. 
All this, naturally. makes one wonder what 
about the food surplus in French North 
Africa, which is, probably. very considerable 
even to-day. This might be one application 
of the latest pact. - 


AERIAL ACTIVITY 


It was inevitable that the arrival of winter 
would slow up the aerial operations. This 
condition is bound to become accentuated as 
aerodromes become rain-soaked. It is the 
difficulty of taking off, just as much as bad 
weather during flight, that makes big-scale 
air-raids more difficult in winter. Anything 
big will be, for a time, during the.rare in- 
tervals when weather is suitable. The winter 
months will be very largely devoted in Eng- 
land to improving A.A. defences: the fact 
that the months in question have actually 
been secured is an asset of the very greatest 
importance. It is very unlikely that the 
British will again be relatively as weak in 
the air as they were, say, in June-July last. 


FIGURES COMPARED 


A little while back the British claimed to 
have shot down 2,270 German ‘planes since 
August 10th: it will be recalled that the 
1,000-a-month figure was twice claimed. Now 
most of these were bombers, and it seems 
certain that a definitely important hole was 
made in the bomber strength In addition, 
it is thought by some that the many Ger- 
mans drowned in the Channel were crews of 
damaged ‘planes that never got home. At 
one time it was said to be a case of wrecked 
invasion-barges. ‘The simultaneous British 
claim re their own fighters—675 ’planes down, 
364 pilots recovered—emphasises one impor- 
tant advantage in fighting at home. 


THE EMPRESS OF BRITAIN 


Meantime, it seems possible that the 
Tuftwaffe may be switching bombers on to 
the war against shipping. both for direct 
bomb attack and for mine-laying. The 
Empress of Britain was a most important 
success under this heading. Her 42,000 odd 
tons will materially add to the quota of 
Octobe: sinkings. Details of the attack on 
this ship would be of intezest—we know it 
was by dive-bombers—was she in convoy or 
was she using her own ful! 24 knots? Of 
course, she was a gigantic target—733 feet by 
98 feet. On the other hand, such a surface 
should be able to mount an important A.-A. 
defence. | 

It is curious that, so far apparently, no 
effort has been made to apply to big ships 
like this some such net-defence as is at 
present said '; he in course of adaptation to 
some German factories. It would seem to he 
an easy matter to fit such a device to a ship 
without in any way :nterfering with the 
ordinary handling of the vessel. Incidentally, 
it is curious that the Germans themselves did 
not endeavour to fit any such installation to 
their invasion barges. | Mass-production of 
such nets might well be one way of passing 
the winter.

UNVEILING CEREMONY

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BOMBS DROPPED IN 


_ VALE OF CLARA 
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MAGE TO TREES AND 
| A GARDEN 
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Fortunately no one was injured. 


Copse House, the country house of Surgeon’ 
P. J, Smyth, ól Fitzwilliam square, Dublin, 
narrowly missed demolition when a bomb fell 
in the garden about thirty yards from the 
house and destroyed a greenhouse and out- 
house, a number or trees and almost the 
whole of a hedge. This bomb left a crater 
six feet deen by about twenty feet across. 
Four high-explosive bombs fell in almost 
a straighy line across the valley, through 
which the Avonmore River flows, two of 
them on the Dublin side of the river and 
two on the other side. 


FELL IN FORESTS 


All of them, except that which fell in 
Surgeon Smyth’s garden, fell in State forests, 
with which the valley is mostly taken up, 
and one made a crater twelve feet deep ana 
about thirty feet across, around which the 
wreck of tall trees were flung in gtotesque 
attitudes. One forty-foot tree was flung 
fifty yards away over the tops of the other 
trees. Another was snapped across. the 
middle, and finished up with its root in the 
air and the boll buried in the ground. 
Branches were snapped off like matchwood 
and thrown across the river, which is about 
thirty yards wide at the point. 


HEARD A 'PLANE 


The concussion was felt over a wide area, 
and Mr. Tom Meighan, Copse Cottage, whose 
house is about four hundred yards from where 
the largest explosion took place, was flung 
hack into the house by the blast. He stated 
that he heard an aeroplane over the valley 
at about 9.45 p.m., and a few minutes after- 
wards he heard a terrific explosion, then a 
second and a third. There was an interval 
of a few seconds between the explosions. He 
immediately doused the light and told his 
two children to remain in bed, while he went 
out to look for his wife, who was out visit- 
ing. He was standing at the front door 
about two hours after the third explosion 
when a fourth went off and flung him back 
into the house. Slates in the roof at the 
back of the house were loosened by the con- 
cussion. Yesterday morning Mr. Meighan 
picked up a piece of a tree root as tall as 
man and about a foot in diameter at the 
base which had been flung near his house. 


GARDEN RUINED 


Surgeon Smyth said that neither he nor 
his wife was in Copse House on Friday night 
when the bomb landed in the garden. When 
they arrived on Saturday the servants told 
them of it, and they found half of the garden 
ruined. A full-grown apple tree had been 
snapped off about a foot from the base and 
the rest of the tree could not be found. The 
garden door was burst open, the staple being 
torn out of the wood. The earth from the 
crater was strewn around the rest of the 
garden, giving it the appearance of having 
been freshly dug. Glass in the rear windows 
was shattered and a small fragment of the 
bomb went through the roof, making a hole 
about a foot in diameter. 


NUMBER OF FIRES 


The incendiary bombs fell over a wide area 
in the valley and started a number of fires, 
none of which gained much hold in the thick 
matted undergrowth in the woods, which had 
been damped by recent rains. A number of 
them fell on the roadway and burned them- 
selves out without damaging anything. The 
white patches, looxing like the remains of 
wet carbide. could be seen at intervals on the 
way. 

One of the incendiary bombs fell about | 
fifteen yards from a large hen house at the 
poultry farm of Mr. John Cullen, Ballyhad, 
and burned out against a railing. The house 
had a large number of pure-bred fowl in it. 
Mrs. Cullen said that she and her husband 
were at home when they heard the ’plane, 
and later the explosions. They put out the 
light and went to the front door and saw the 
cloud of smoke from the incendiary bomb 
near the hen house. He and his wife 
thought that the house was burning, and ran 
out. They thought that the ‘plane had 


come from the Dublin direction and did not

appear to be flying very high, judging by 
the sound. 


L.S.F. TURNED OUT 


Immediately after the explosions were 
heard a number of members of the Local 
Security Force in the neighbourhood’ gave 
the alarm, and a large number of members 
of the force mustered and put out fires which 
had started among the trees. The Civic 
Guards, under Superintendent Flynn, Wick- 
low, arrived shortly afterwards, as well as 
a number of lorry loads military. On 
Saturday morning the military took posses- 
sion of the area and set about systematically 
searching for the bomb craters and frag- 
ments. By about 4 p.m. they had found 
two craters among the older trees, and one 
in Surgeon Smyth’s garden had been 
pointed out to them, but they could not 
find where the fourth bomb had landed. At 
about 4.30 the crater was discovered in the 
heart of a new growth of trees hot far from 
Surgeon Smyth’s house. It was about eight 
feet deep and twenty-five feet across. The 
mangled bodies of rabbits lay around among 
the stumps of ruined trees and churned up 
earth. An area of about thirty yards diameter 
had been denuded of growth. and only stumps 
a few inches high remained where trees ten 
and twelve feet high had stood the night be- 
fore. Fragments of bomb were buried in the 
ground, and others were picked up among 
the trees. These were collected by the 
soldiers and taken away. . 


VISITORS BY CAR 


Soldiers were stationed on the roads during 


the most of Saturday and warned drivers of 
cars that they proceeded at their own risk, | 


as it was thought by the military that bombs 
of the delayed-action type, which caused the 
fourth of the explosions heard, might be 
lying in the undergrowth and might explode 
at ang time. A thorough search was made 
for signs of these and none was found. 

All during the day people in cars visited 
the scene of the explosions, and fragments of 
bombs were taken as souvenirs. The remains 
of incendiary bombs were collected by the 
police, L.S.E. and military. 

An T[rish Times reporter who was in the 
woods along with the soldiers during the 
search for the fourth crater, saw large 
branches of trees lying on the ground, having 
been snapped off by the blast of the delayed- 
action bomb, which made the largest crater. 
Up to 200 yards away these branches were 


found lying around, and what appeared like | 


freshly-made rabbit burrows were found to 
be holes made by stones, some of them al- 
most a stone in weight, which had been flung 
across the river and buried in the soft earth 
among the young trees. Trees in the vicinity 
of the explosion had been denuded of their 
remaining leaves and had a wintry appear- 
ance. 

From a distance the scene of the largest 
explosion could be picked out by the smoky 
grey appearance of the surrounding trees. 
Where the explosions occurred the powdered 
earth was found clinging, an inch deep or 
more, to the side nearest the crater, to what- 
ever trees had been left standing. 


REGARDED AS SAFE SPOT 


A good deal of alarm was felt in the 
neighbourhood, which residents said they had 
regarded as the safest in the world, but it 
was generally felt that the dropping of the 
bombs had been due to an error. It was 
dark at the time and nobody could see the 
aeroplane, while nobody in the neighbourhood 
has enough knowledge of aircraft to be able 
to hazard a guess at its identity by the sound 
of its engine. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The Department of Defence on Saturday 
issued the following through the Government 
Information Bureau :— 

‘‘ High-explosive and incendiary bombs 
were dropped from an unidentified aero- 
plane late last night in open country 
some two miles North of Rathdrum, Co. 
Wicklow. 

‘*No one was injured. . 

“It is reported that there was slight 
damage to the out-offices of a farmhouse. 

“The military authorities are investi- 
gating the occurrence.”’

A DUBLIN DOCTOR’S

ERADICATION OF BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS 


ILK for the baby should always be 
M boiled. This advize, by Dr. : 
Elsworth Steen, F.R.C.P.1., was 
gre when he was interviewed by the /rish 
imes on the paper published by Dr. Cecil 
Mushatt on his investigations into tuber- 
culosis in children, and efummarised in 
Friday’s issue ot this newspaper. 

‘I am in complete agreement with Dr. 
Mushatt’s views on the importance of milk 
as a cause of tuberculosis in childhood,’’ said 
Dr. Steen, ‘‘ although 1 think that an even 
preetes cause 18 the lack of knowledge among 
ay people and even apparently among cer- 
tain of the health authorities, that the adult 
consumptive, expectorating tubercle baccili, 18 
an appalling danger to any child in close 
proximity.” 

Dr, Steen said that he advised the boiling 
of milk in all circumstances during the first 
two vears of the child’s life, as that was 
the age at which susceptibility to tuber- 
culosis is greatest. Undoubtedly, the human 
contact was a greater menace in Eire than 
the cow, but that did not mean that they 
should not take every possible step to prevent 
the very considerable number of cases present 
each year which ar of bovine origin. = 


SHOULD BE BOILED 


Continuing, Dr. Steen said :—' Where it is 
at all suspect it is probably wiser to continue 
boiling the milk until the child is older. The 
disadvantages of boiling for a short time are 
negligible; a very minute amount of the 
vitamin content is destroyed, but this can 
easily be more than compensated for by the 
giving of orange juice or cod liver oil or 
some similar preparation. The taste is 
altered slightly, but, at any rate to the very 
young child, this does not seem to matter. 

‘‘ A criticism sometimes levelled against 
boiling is that the product is not * raw,’ but 
cows’ milk is, in any case, not natura] to the 
human baby, and we do not eat raw meat and 
Waw fish. It is also sometimes argued that 
e swallowing of some living tubercle bacilli 
gives one immunity against the disease. This 
is to some extent true, but in the ordinary 
Way one acquires this in time, and in a 
safer way than by the swallowing of massive 
doses at an early age, when the danger of 
developing active disease is greatest. The 
outstanding advantage of boiling is that the 
milk is made safe, and the possibility of 
tuberculosis and other diseases also conveyed 
by milk prevented. As tubercle-free milk or, 
as an alternative, efficient pasteurisation are 
Utopian hopes for the large majority of the 
children of Eire, education with regard to 
the boiling of milk, especially for very young 
children, would seve many lives." 


DISEASED COWS 


It is mentioned by the Veterinary Office in 
last year’s report of the Dublin Medicai 
Officer of Health that some misunderstanding 
existeu among stockowners as to the scope 


of the Bovine Tuberculosis: Order. It is 
staied that not everv case of tuberculosis 
could be taken up under the Order. One 


of the following conditions must be present 
so that an animal mav come. within its 
scope: (1) It must be suffering from chronic 
cough, with definite clinical symptoms of 
tuberculosis; (2) it must be suffering from 
tuberculosis emaciation; (3) it must be 
suffering from tuberculosis in the udder; and 
(4) it must be giving tuberculosis milk. In 
the case of an animal suffering from chronic 
cough, with other symptoms of the disease. 
a sample of sputum, if obtainable. is usually 
taken for examination. If induration of the 
udder is present, and tuberculosis is suspected 
to be the cause, a sample of milk is taken 


in a sterile rubber-stoppered bottle. When a 
veterinary officer is satisfed that disease 
exists the animal is valued bv agreement 


with the owner, if possible. If agreement is 
not reached an official valuer is appointed, 
and the owner must pav half the valuation 
fee “éemaeensafion is based on the extent 


of the disease found on  pwst-mortem 
c. Hintatiou, tt lesions of advanced tuber- 
culosis are found three-fourths of the valua- 
tion, or thirtv shillings (whichever is the 
greater) is allowed. If the disease is not 
advanced, one-fourth valuation or thirtv

INCIDENCE OF DISEASE 


The report shows that the total number 
of cases investigated under the Order during 
1939 was ól. In the course of investigating 
these cases 639 cows in milk, 80 cows or 
heifers, and 56 other bovine animals were 
examined, as they were on the same premises 
as the reported animals. Nineteen milk 
samples were taken—13 in North Dublin, one 
in Celbridge, two in South Dublin, and three 
in Rathdown. ‘Tubercle bacilli were found in 
four samples. Ten animals were slaughtered 
under the Order, and the owners paid com- 
pensation, the amount being based on 
post-mortem findings. Another animal was 
slaughtered by the owner on the advice cf 
the veterinary inspector, but no valuation 
was made in this case as the animal was in 
a moribund condition. The total compensa- 
tion paid to owners of ammals slaughtered 
under the Order amounted to £26 5s. 

The report suggests that the Bovine Tuber- 
culosis Order in its present form is ineffective 
in controlling the disease because of its 
limited scope. Every clinical case of the 
disease, and every case in which tubercle 
bacilli can be demonstrated in the animals’ 
excretions, ought to come within its scope. 
It should not be necessary to wait until very 
definite symptoms of the disease develop 
because of the danger of infection to healthy 
animals in the interval. [t would not. of 
course, be possible to include every animal 
reacting to the tuberculin test owing to the 
high incidence of the disease. Some progress 
towards eradication could be made if the 
scope of the Order were considerably 
widened.

HEN tall, handsome Sir William 
Petty, map-maker, stepped out of 
his home at St. George’s lane one morning 
a couple of centuries ago little did he 
think that one day the narrow little street 
would become one of the most important 
thoroughfares in Dublin City. When Peg 
Woffington acted with Madame Violante 
at Number 59 about the year 1731 she 
may not have realised that one day women 
as fair as herself would see their reflections 
in the huge shop fronts or inspect the 
fashion in the windows in 1940. 

Yet the position of South Great George s 
street destined it to acquire an important 
place among the great streets of Dublin. 
it was adjacent to Stephen’s 
lane the only high road connecting the old 
“ Kingdom of Dalkey ’’ and Monkstown with 
the southern suburbs of Dublin. It was more 
or less a ‘‘ residential ’’ quarter of the city at 
that time (it was not far from the Liberties), 
but, as the centuries rolled by, a little shop 
blossomed out here and there until as early 
as the beginning of the Nineteenth Century 
it had become a street of many shops. It 
was very narrow when Sir William, mentioned 
above, and one of the most remarkable men 


of his time, saw it with his ‘‘ goose-grey 


eves,” and it was narrow’ when httle 
Morney Coppin, ‘‘ apothecary and accoucheur,” 
peered around the jamb of his poky little 
door a hundred years ago. In fact, it was 


not very wide up to a few years ago when 


the Dublin Corporation after a long period of 
consideration, commenced the work that was 
to make it a street more worthy of its posi- 
tion. 


WIDE CAUSEWAY 


Consideration of this big scheme of widen- 


ing began far back as 1896, and to-day South 
Great George’s street has become one of the 


big causeways in the city.

interesting information about it. Mr. 
Meehan cannot say how old the thorough. 
fare is, but it derives its name 
from the Chapel of St. George, the 
actual site of which extended from the pre- 
sent Numbers 63 to 66. It was originally 
called St. George s lane and, extended from 
Dame street to St. Stepheh’s street; and 
Stephen s street, dating at St. Stephen's 
lane from the thirteenth century was, down 
to 1630, the high road connecting the city 
with South Dublin. i 

Mr. Brunskill, in a paper read to the Old 
Dublin Society, states that the present 
George’s street formed part of a road which 
ran by way of Camden street and Rathmines 
road to the old bridge at Milltown and 
thence on to Dundrum. Another road 
branched off at Mountpleasant avenue on to 
Palmerstown road, which was known as 
“the old path to Milltown.” 


CHAPEL OF ST. GEORGE 


Mr. Meehan says that it is shown on 
Steed’s ~~ of 1610, and is mentioned in 
the Assembly rolls of the Corporation as 
early as 1602. ‘There used to be in George’s 
lane a chapel dedicated to St. George which 
likely had been founded by some worthy 
Knight of the Garter, and a statute of 1457 
provided that ‘‘ whatever person in the 
County of Dublin who should ‘make a prey 
upon the Irish enemies exceeding forty cows 
should deliver one cow or five shillings in 
money towards the reparation of St. George’s 
Chapel in Dublin. It was also customary for 
the Lord Mayor and his brethren with, great 
pageantry and triumph, yearly on St. 
George’s Day to repair to that chapel and 
thereon to offer.” 

In deeds executed in 1280 there is a refer- 
ence to buildings in St. George’s parish and 
also to the existence of the Exchequer of the 
English colonists. According to Leonard G. 
Strangways this must have stood somewhere 
on the site of portion of Messrs Pim’s 
premises. Towards the end of the four- 
teenth century owing to the many raids of 
the ‘‘native Irish and English enemies ” the 
Exchequer, as well as the Collect Courts, 
were transferred withiu the city’s walls. 


According to an old rentalin the Muniment 
Room of the City Hall the Corporation 
possessed as early as 1602 nearly half of the 
present “street. 


MANY MERCHANTS 


Among the names of the occupiers were 
Robert Bee, a goldsmith, and Segrave, a 
merchant, so that, as early as 1602, South 
Great George’s street was becoming one of 
the recognised business centres of the city. 
There is a record of a lease being granted 
to Charles Napper in 1766. In Napper’s 
Great Room in George's Jane was held the 
first exhibition of the Society of Dublin 
Artists. In 1798, the houses 74 to 83 were 
converted into a military barrack, and con- 
tinued to be used as such until 1835, when 
Beggar’s Bush Barrack was built. 

But what of the people who lived here? 
The fame of Sir William Petty echoes across 
the centuries. He was “a handsome man, 
six feet high, with a good head of- hair, his 
eyes a kind of goose grey, eyebrows thick, 
dark and straight, and a marvellous good- 
natured person.” He was one of the original 
Fellows of the College of Physicians, and in 
1685 was published from-surveys his famous 
maps of dreland. Then there was Madame 
Violante, a pantomime artist, who lived in 
Number 59 on the western side, which she 
called. New Booth. The house, constantly 
filled with crowds of the most fashionable 
people, some years later was taken for a 
hospital by Dr. Bartholomew Mosse. The 
doctor, born in 1712, licensed as a surgeon 
at the carly age of 21 in 1733, and intending 
to perfect himself in surgery and midwifery, 
travelled in England, France and Holland. 
At first he received little sympathy, but as 
the hospital became known its friends and 
supporters increased, and by recourse to 
plays, lottery schemes and concerts raised 
£5,649 by 1750. The advantages of the -hos- 
pital being soon observed abroad, as well as 
at. home, there were many applications to Dr. 
Mosse for his founding similar hospitals. In 
1757 the hospital removed to its present 
home, the Rotunda.
